Christian  child  makes  bail  in  Pakistan;  lawyer  fears  for  her  safety 


LAHOHE.  FaUatan  (BF)  -  A  Pakiatani 
oourt  has  nanted  bail  to  a  Christian  g|ri 
aocuaed  of  btaapbemy,  but  her  law^ 
laya  he  win  not  seek  bCT  reieaae  until  her 
aecurity  can  be  guaranteed. 

The  Tdegraph  rqxirted  that  Judge 
Muhammaa  Ai^  Knan  set  bail  of  one 
milUoa  rupees  (about  (10,000)  for  Rim- 
riia  Masih,  who  has  been  impfisoaad  for 
three  weeks  on  charges  of  desecrating 
the  Quran. 

While  prosecuting  attorneys  argued 
that  blamhemy  suanects  are  not  entitled 
to  had,  Masih  a  defense  said  she  was  a 
minor  and  should  be  set  ftw. 

In  a  devefopment  that  ilhiatTates  the 
mortal  dani^  tarroimding  blasphemy 
socusations,  one  of  Maaih't  lawmen  say* 
be  win  aUo  w  her  to  remain  in  prison  uim 
arrangements  can  be  made  for  her  safety. 

“She  is  at  grave  risk  in  the  sense  that 
the  people  who  managed  this  whole  dra¬ 
ma  anci  febricated  tile  evidence  aninrt 
her  moat  certainly  wish  her  harm,  Rgja 
Iknun,  one  of  Masih's  lead  defense  law¬ 
yer*,  told  the  Guardian,  claiming  Masih 


win  need  bodyguards  and  an  armored 
vehicle  to  protect  her. 

Maaih'a  case  has  drawn  international 
scrutiny  since  she  was  srreated  three 
weeks  sgo  for  aflegedly  desecrating  the 
Quran,  a  crime  that  carries  a  Ufe  sen¬ 
tence  to  Pakistan.  A  young  man  in  Ma- 
sih't  neighboThood  claimed  he  saw  her 
carrying  a  traah  bag  with  burnt  page! 
the  (Juran,  and  pooce  arrested  the  girl 
after  an  irate  moo  demanded  action  and 
threatened  to  bum  her  alive. 

Since  then,  the  Muslim  imam  in  Ms- 
sih’s  nrighboriMOd  has  been  arreatod  for 
p^tiite  evidence  agahiat  her.  That  cou¬ 
pled  wm  her  ege  uid  mental  state  (an 
official  medical  review  determined  ihe 
is  roughly  14  and  has  mental  difficulties) 
hss  broi^^  even  conservative  Muslim 
derics  to  her  defense. 

Paul  Bhatti,  who  heads  Pakistan's 
Ministry  of  National  Harmony,  hailed 
the  support  of  Muslim  leaders  in  Masih's 
case. ‘T  am  very  hopeful  for  that  and  very 
happy  that  justice  has  prevailed,’  he  told 
the  Washington  Post,  abo  saying  that  ir-. 


rangementa  had  been  made  to  move  Ma¬ 
sih  to  a  secret  location  upon  her  release. 

The  bead  of  Human  Rights  Watch  in 
Pakiaten  also  praised  the  oail  decision, 
the  Asrodatod  Press  that  Masih 
never  have  been  arrested. 

“All  charges  against  her  ihould  be 
dropped,  arid  Puurtm's  criminal  jua- 
tioe  syatra  should  instead  concentrate 
on  holdiii|  bar  accuser  accountable  for 
inciting  vnlenoe  against  the  diild  and 
members  of  the  io<»  Christian  commu¬ 
nity,’  Ali  Dayan  Hasan  said. 

According  to  the  Guardian,  Chriatians 
in  Masih's  neighborhood  are  on  edge, 
sufafected  to  derogatory  treatment  and 
forced  to  dose  their  churches. 

“Many  people  are  leaving,*  Naeem 
Masih,  a  20  year-old  painter,  told  the 
Guardian.  ’Rimsha  was  Just  the  tip  of 
acrimony  that  has  been  developing  tor  a 
long  time.  The  situation  inay  be  normal 
for  Uie  time  being  but  it  will  reoccur* 

The  dri'a  parents  are  in  protective 
custodynikely  to  protect  them  from  mur¬ 
derous  vigilantes,  who  in  the  past  have 


kiUed  biaaphemy  suspects  and  those  de¬ 
fending  tMm.  In  a  statement  quoted  by 
the  advocan  group  Avaaz,  Maam's  fether 
lamented  the  violence  and  intimidation 
surrounding  his  dau^ter’s  case. 

"We  are  a  poor  Cnristian  femily,  wit- 
neaaing  mob  fury  over  my  daughter’s 
case,’ ne  said,  “and  many  ckher  feinilies 
have  freed  rimilar  intimidation  forcing 
them  to  either  flee  or  live  in  fear.’ 

Masih's  case  has  raised  calls  to  reform 
Pakistan's  blasphemy  lews,  which  critics 
say  are  often  uired  to  persecute  religious 
minorities  or  settle  penKmal  vendettas. 
No  action  on  the  laws  is  expected,  and 
opposing  them  can  be  deadly. 

Uut  yev,  Salman  Taseer,  the  gover¬ 
nor  of  Punjab  province  and  a  critic  of  the 
blasphemy  laws,  was  gunned  down  by 
his  own  bodyguard,  who  was  praised  by 
many  Pakistanis  for  defending  Islam.

worked  in  Jordan  for  24  years, 
teadiing  English  and  other  sub¬ 
jects.  Ten  years  ago  she  founded 
the  ESL  languay  center  where 
she  tau^t  m  Irbid,  Jordan’s 
seoond-ui^est  city  and  home  to 
aeveral  univeraities. 

The  center,  which  aver¬ 
ages  between  300-400  cetDege 
stndents  eadi  semester,  is  so 
popular  that  a  tottery  system  is 
used  to  determine  'wfaikh  stu¬ 
dents  can  apply  for  entrance.
